Bank, the Nintendo Network™ ID 
on your Nintendo 3DS system is 
used. Please note that a system 
with a different Nintendo Network 
ID will connect to a different

Frequently Asked Questions 


Q: Can I transfer Pokemon with 
Berries or other items to 
Pokemon Bank? 

A: No, you can t deposit Pokemon 
that are holding Berries or other 
items. Please make sure to 
return any held items to your 
Bag before depositing your 
Pokemon. If you try to deposit 
Pokemon that are holding 
Berries or other items, the items 
will be removed and sent to 
your Bag. If your Bag is full, the 
items will disappear. 

Q: Can I use Poke Transporter as 
soon as it finishes 
downloading? 

A: You need to reach the point in 
your Pokemon Black, Pokemon 
White, Pokemon Black 2, or 
Pokemon White 2 game where 
you receive your Pokedex.
